Cohn promptly vetoed this on the ground that this would present an 
untenable position for Senator McCarthy in any investigation of CIA, 
and Schine sii:?)ly would not be a party to such a move.

DEFINITION OF COMMUNISM 

' Since 1776 ctnd the Dedcwtion b{ Independence by our founding 
father the Ameriectn j^ple hoye lived in a land of freedom. Although 
there have been attempts from without and within to deprive us of 
our liberties we haye always thwarted them. Our basic love of our _ 
basic right's has been the golden thread that weaves together a strong 
and good people. ' 

We ore now faced with a greet threat. The Soviet Government' 
and its world-wide Communist party is dedicated to the overthrow by 
force ondViolenoe of the Governments of the United States ond every 
other non-Communishcontrolled country. It isi therefore, the urgent 
duty of overy^ American citizen to familiarize hiinseH Wilh the theory 
and practice of Communism and actions that have been and must be 
taken to counter this dangerous Communist conspiracy. 

Only through a clear understanding of the entire situation can 
each American help to fight for the preservation of bur economic - 

donis based upon our system of private enterprise and pur political 
freedoms based upon what we hold to be man's inalienable righlsr- 
life, liberty arid His individual pursuit of happiness. 

THE THEORY OF COMMUNISM 

T he theory of Communism was created by Karl Marx in 1848 .> 
The Marxist doctrine is an interpretation ot history which Ptames with 
doodening impact the capitalist countries for all military and'econo¬ 
mic crises and the catastrophic decline "of civilization. Marx asserts 
that only the most desperate remedies con selvage what is still good 
in 'riiahkind, that Communism can saye,and conserve dvilization be¬ 
fore it destroys itself, and that Communism must achieve its end at 
aiiy cost. 

Marx described the conflict , of dosses, the exploitation of the 
workers by the capitalists. He claimed that the capitalists started wars . 
through greed for money and land and the desire to perpetrate a false 
prosperity. He declared that man lives for material things alonejond 
that materialism hCtd affected every historical development. He pre- 
dic|ed that one day the workers of tho world would overthrow by 
force, violence and bloody revolution the factory owners and the oap^ 
italist governments. 

After a period of State Soddlism during which the State controlled 
everything, Marx foresewr a gradual withering away of classes and 
the metamorphosis of mankind's way of life, Marx painted a fantastic 
picture of the eventual existence of a Utopia in which he said; "Every 
man will work according tp.hfs ability ond receive according to his 
needs,"—a world in which rthara will be no materialisrn . no classes 
and no unhappiness. Karl Marx emphasized that this end would 
justify any means taken.to achieve ft. Implicit in the theory of Marxism 
is the view that the tactics bf treachery^ terrorism, dictatorship and 
mass murder of the human race for hundreds of years would be war- 
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his business associate, Miriom Moskowitz/ were conyicled bf con¬ 
spiracy to obstruct justice by i^otling to mislead a Federal Grand Jury 
as to tho true facts. 

- Under the McCorran Act, there has. been created a Subversive 
Activities Control Board which holds hearings- to determine which 
. organizations are dominated by foreign powers, which has the power 
to require any such organization which is found to be subservient to 
a foreign power to register or face peijalties. Eventually, all members 
of these Communist aclii^ organizations would have to registerl 

. The act also provides for the registration of all agents of foreign 
. governments, and those having knowledge, of espionage and espion¬ 
age techniques. Steps to deport subversive aliens are also being 
taken by the Immigration and Naturalization Service of the Depart¬ 
ment bf Justice. . - 

Investigation: Th^'Senate Internal Security Committee recently 
unfolded the diabolical infiltration by Rmerioan citizen^ who or^ 
Soviet Agents into many positions'of truW and responsibility within 
j the United Notions. The Oommiltee will not rest until the procedures 
* of the international organization are oorrected sa that its employees 
are of suflidently high and loyal calibre to carry out the UN objeo- . .- 
tives—objeelSves to which we have already suk^ribed and’ toward:. 
which we Ore b major contributing and porticifxiting member naiioh- 
The Senate Internal Security Committee also recently exposed Com¬ 
munist infiltration into the school systems of the United States and 
forced the resignolfon of some cbllege professors. The House Un- 
American Activities Committee has pried into vital industries and 
organizations in on effort to impede (heTffectiveness of Communists 
in key places. . , 

■CHALLENGING COMMUNISM - 

- -The people of the United States are becoming more emd more 
aware of the dangers of tho Communist conspiracy. However, being 
against Communism is not enough to hall Communism. We rnust all 
understarid the threat—what it is< and how to fight it. We rhust re¬ 
examine bur laws to ascertain whether they ore adequate to combat 
the Communist tactics. It is self-evident that we, the people of the 
United States, must counter the worldwide Communist movement as 
forcefully as possible. To halt Communism, not only must we be pre¬ 
pared militarily, for the Communist Party respects and feom strength, 
but we must olra disseminate cts widely as possible to the people 
of the United Stales and the' bther remaining democrades a message 
defining and exposing the Communist plot of worldwide conquest. 
Furthermore, -we must know what we are striving to preserve. • We 
must also re^rhphasize the things for wfeich we are fighting. We must 
re-affirm our faith in the pririciples for which our forefathers died— 
man's inalienable rights to life, liberty and his ihdiirtdual pursuit of 
happiness.

Espionage: The espionage statute. Title 18, Section 794, makes 
it a wime to transmit to any foreign government, any material relating 
io the national-defense of this country, with knowledge that it is to be 
uscu to the injury of the United States, or conspiracy to do so. The 
punishment is 20 years’ imprisonment in time of peace, and death in 
time of war. This statute was invoked in the case of the atom spies; 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who were convicted of consp5ra<^ to 
commit espionage by delivering atom bomb secrets to Soviet agents. 
They received the death sentence and their convictions were affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals. 

Judith Coplon was convicted under this.section, but her conyiction 
wqs reversed on technical grounds. 

Perjury; Section 1621 of Title 18, makes it a crime to lie under 
oath. This section has been used to prosecute a number of persons 
involved in Communist and espionage activities, who have lied about 
their involvement before the Grand Jury. 

Alger Hiss was conyicted of perjury in denying that he had 
turned State Department papers over to Whittaker Chambers when 
Chambers was a courier for a Communist spy ring. 

William Remington was conyicted of perjury in denying he was 
ever a member of the Communist Patty. His conviction was reversed 
on technical grounds, and he was, as of October, 1.952, Qwoiting re¬ 
trial. 

Harry Bridges, West Coast Communist longshoreman's loader, 
was conyicted of perjury in denying Party membership, 

Earl Browder and his wife were indicted for lying under oath in 
connection with Mrs. Browder's petition for naturalization as a citizen 
in denying that she was ever a Communist. 

Contempt: Various persons involved in Communist activities were 
convicted of contempt of Court, or of legislative bodies. A contempt 
is a wilful defiance of a lawful order or direction of a court, Grand 
Jury or legislative body, such as a refusal to answer ct question which 
should be answered. 

Frederick Vanderbilt Field, Da^Iell, Hammett and others were 
conyicted of contempt for refusing to answer questiomi concerning 
the fugitive Communist leaders lor whom they had posted bail, and 
their convictions were offirmed all the way Up- 

Other Statutes; Finally, other statutes were invoked. Abraham 
Brothman, who was engaged in industrial espionage using Harry Gold 
and Elizabeth Bentley os couriers representing the Soviet Union, ond 
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ranted provided that some day, no matter how far off in the future 
it might be, the remnants of mankind would live in a universe of an 
entirely new spiritual and mental climate. Marx planned the destruc¬ 
tion of the man of today and foretold the creation of what he con¬ 
sidered the "perfect"' human being of the future- This individual 
would haye no aim in life other than the fulfillment of his material 
needs, chiefly,- food, clothing ond shelter? for this man would be denied 
responsibility for Individual acts, freedom of thought and the right 
to his faith in God. 


THE PRACTICE OF COMMUNISM 

The Communist Party, its policies and procedures were formu¬ 
lated by Nicolai Lenin in 1905. Lenin planned from the Morxiqn prin- 
^ ciples on organization of light iron discipline. Lenin and his several 
. followers set up machinery that was destined by 1952 to cause the 
infiltration of and control by the Communist Pqrty of more thoh half 
the world. Under Lenin's system, the Politburo, consisting of twelve 
men, was to rule the Communist Party and. therefore, all of the Com¬ 
munist-controlled countries. Lenin believed that Russia would be the 
first of the world's great nations to be taken over by the Communists 
fn their march to world rule; in 1917, this was achieved. 

— Jn 19lo the_t)eopl6 of Russia in a spontaneous revolution ha d 
o vertHrown me <y rrupt Czqrist regime and hgd created a provisional 
governmentTund’er the leadership of Kerensky, based upon the con¬ 
stitutional representation of the people. Before this newly fornied gov¬ 
ernment whose principles were consistent with western democracy 
had been able to firmly organize itself, it was in 1917 destroyed in a 
thorough military plot by the Communist Party and Nicolai lA>nin. 

Lenin found, after ruling Russia a few years, that the theory of 
Communism could not be put into practice. First of all, in what had 
been an agrarian country, the workers could not take over the fac¬ 
tories for there were no factories. Wffhout private initiative, man was 
Unwilling to produceT'In 192.1, Lenin reverted on q mild basis to 
private ownership of property with the hope that the economy of the 
Soviet Union would become prosperously industrialized. Lenin was 
forced to evolve a series of five-year Plans during which Russia would 
grodually develop from a capitalist to a communist country. Mean¬ 
while, the Soviet Union and all of the people within it would be under 
•the rigid domination of the Politburo of the Communist Party. 

J Joseph Stalin succeeded Nicolai Lenin in 1924. Adhering, to the 
Morxlst-Leninlst theory that the end justifies the means, he continued 
the destruction of all uncooperative factions wiihini the Soviet Union. 
At the same time, intensive-efforts were made to develop Russia eco¬ 
nomically and militarily. By seeking and gaining help from other 
nations, Stalin was oble to improve Industry and agriculture. A rule 
of terrorism and treachery prevented a thorough integration of Rus¬ 
sia's resources however, and deterred the progress and output of 
millions of Soviet citizens. - 
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By 1952/ the-Commumst Party had not yel made greoi strides 
domestically toward realizing the objectives oi the Marxist-Leninist 
doctrine- The discontent people oi Russia were still ruled by the 
Politburo through an iron regime of party discipline. The economic 
scene left much to be desired. The Soviet rulers had much more suc¬ 
cessfully executed the part of their plan that dealt with conquest of 
the world. 


Since Stalin's ascent to power, Russia has succeeded in infiltrating’ 
and gaining control of the government5>’of Lithuania, Estonia. Latvia, 
part of Finlccnd.^HungQry, Czedioslovab'a. Rumania,'PoIand, Eastern 
Germany, Austrid'> China, Tibet end North Korea. Communist Party 
members are busy infiltrating the remaining democratic countries. 
Russia hasjalaced increasing numbers of Am erican citizens, who_a re 
Communist Party members and Soviet Agents, into high positions' of 
trust and responsipuity where ttiey con intiuence the TOiicies of this

has achieved a similar position ol power from within in every other 
democratic country. Some of these nations they will attach through 
puppet Communist governments and revolution, os they did in Korea. 
Soviet espionage agents, working under the guise of atizenship of the 
United States and the other democratic countries, have been and ore 


effectively stealing vital seaets and sabotaging whereyer possible. 
The Qjmmunist propaganda machine which is the most powerful ever 
developed uses trickery, deception, distortion ol the truth and any 
other method necessary to achieve its objectives. 


A sworn statement of William Z. Foster, head of the Communist 
Party in the United Stotes, illustrates the treasonous thinking of the 
Communist Party members; "No Communist, no matter how rhany 
votes he should secure in a national election, could, even if he would, 
become Pr^ident of the present government. When a Communist 
heads the Government of the Unit<^ Stotes—and that day will come 
just as sure as the sun rise&^the Government will not be a Capitalist 
Government but a Soviet Government and behind this government 
will stand the Red Army to enforce the dictatorship of the i^letariat." 


CHALLENGING THE THEORY OF COMMUNISM 

We must challenge the Marxist-Leninist theory and minimize 
the Soviet chances of indoctrinating new members. The theory of 
Communism as it is reveoled in the doctrines of Marx, Lenin, Stalin, 
and its other exponents far from being acceptable to, is repelled by 
the masses. Never has any one people of a country revolted spon¬ 
taneously against its Government, end established a' dictatorship of 
the proletariat with the ultimate objective of Communism. It is ele¬ 
mentary.for even the humblest of humans to recognize the saailege, 
absurdity, OTd perversion of its ideology. To break through tWs 
noturol reaction of mankind, the Communists rely upon uncivilized 
propaganda tactics.

We must challenge the practice of Communism everywhefe,. We 
have alr^dy token positive steps to counter Communism. The Mgr- 
shall Plan has dlfempted to display the advantages of our form of 
- Government' by providing material aid to needy countri^ and by 
participating octively in the reconstruction program of post-war 
Europe. The United States has supplied a major share of the troops 
and equipment to the United Notior^s Forces that have .been resisting 
the Communist aggression in Korea. Through the North Atlantic

weapons which stand ready to resist attack by Russia or her satellites. 

- The Voice of America has tried to counter the Soviet propaganda 
machine by conveying the' truth to those trapped behind the Iron 
.Curtain. Within the United States, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has kept surveillance on Communist activities and has lent valuable 
assistance by producing vital evidence necessary for the prosecution 
of Communist criminals. The United States Courts have taken several 
. significant actions againM the Communists in. the past few yeors, , 
the following of which are examples;

Under lhis_Aet. in 194§- the twelve members. a! tbft NQtinnnlJliaaTd 
ft f the Comm imi«U_Pcirt v were itidic tftd toi^eonsprg^v Ja f^rh cmd 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by torce and violence, 
and for conspiracy to participate In the organizajlon of the Commu¬ 
nist Party as a group which so teaches and advocates. William Z. 
r<»ter, the National Chairman, obtained a severance because of ill 
health. The other eleven were convicted and the convictions were 
affirmed all the way up through, the Supreme Court which upheld 
the constitutionality of the Smith Act and the finding by the Jury.that 
the Communist Party was a wiminal conspiracy teaching and advo- 
eating the overthrow of our Government by force and violence. Three_ ^

"DEFINITION OF COMMUNISM” 
by G. David Schine 


This pamphlet is generally accurate as a simplified version of 
the subject. However, there are a few errors to which attention should be 
given: 


1. "The theory of Communism was created by Karl Marx 
in 1848. ” (page 1, paragraph 4) This statement creates a wrong 
impression. As we know, Communism per se is much older than 
Karl Marx, and its expression can be traced back through the 
centuries. What Marx did was to create his own particular brand 

■ of Communism which he pretended was "scientific.” It may be well 
to rewrite this sentence along the following lines: "Modern Communism” 
or the so-called "science” of Marxism-Leninism originated with Karl Marx 
and his collaborator, Frederick Engels. V. I. Lenin became known as 
its developer and Joseph Stalin as its continuer. The first effective 
expression of this theory was made in the "Communist Manifesto" 
published in 1848. 

2. "... a world in which there will be no materialism..." 

(page 1, paragraph 6) This statement seems to contradict an 
earlier statement made on page 1, paragraph 5, where it is 
indicated that according to Marx*s theory "man lives for material ^ 
things alone, ” and "materialism had affected every historical 
development.” Also it appears to be in conflict with a statement 

on page 2, paragraph 1, to the effect that under the Communist 
system man would have ''no aim in life other than the fulfillment 
of his material needs..." The difficulty here may be found in the 
difference between the philosophical definition of materialism and 
its popular definition. 

3. "The Communist Party, Us policies and procedures 
were formulated by Nicolai Lenin in 1905. ” (page 2, paragraph 2) 

This statement ignores the various thoughts and developments which 

COPIES 
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took place in 1903. As a matter of fact, the complete "policies 
and proce(fures” of the Communist Party referred to were formulated 
over a period of years and the modifications which took place principally 
during and after the Bolshevik Revolution of 1917 have to be taken into 
consideration where a statement of this kind is made. 

4. "In 1916 the people of Russiadn a spontaneous revolution 
had overthrown the corrupt Czarist regime. .."-(page 2, par^raph 3) 
The above is an error of fact. It is presumed the author had in mind 
the provisional government of Kerensky which was set up as a result 

. of the popular revolution of March, 1917, and not 1916, 

5. .. The discontent people of-Russia,., ” (page 3, 
paragraph 1) It appears that the word should be discontented in 
this sentence and not discontent. 

6. On page 3, paragraph 2, the author says, that Russia 
controls Austria in addition to other countries. The word control 
as used here is incorrect. Also in this same sentence the word 
^vernment should be in the plural, 

7. "Russia has placed increasing numbers of American 
citizens, who are Communist Party members and Soviet Agents, 
into high positions of trust and responsibility where they can 
influence the policies of this country to aid the Red.conspiracy as 
the Soviet Union wishes.” (page 3, paragraph 2) This statement 
is too strong. Russia, while, attempting to.penetrate our social 
order directly with its own agents and.indirectly -through the 
assistance of the Communist Party, USA, has not been able to 
influence our policy as it wishes. The quoted statement should 

be toned down considerably in accordance with the actual situation. 

8. Twelve members of the National Board of the Communist 
Party, USA, were indicted under the Smith Act in 1948, and not in 
1949 as the author states. The trial began in 1949 but the indictment 
was in the previous year, (page 4, paragraph 3)

9. Of the original eleven Communist Party leaders tried and 
convicted, four became fugitives, one of whom, Gus Hall, was later 
apprehended. The author incorrectly states that three of the convicted 
defendants became fugitives, (page 4, paragraph 3) 

10. The author states that one Communist Party member 
obtained severance due to Illness in the New York Smith Act 
proceedings. The fact is that two obtained severance for illness, 
not one. feage 5, paragraph 1) 

11. Fourteen persons were convicted under the Smith Act 
at Los Angeles, and not twelve as stated by the author, (page 5, 
paragraph 2)

This article;pointed out that Schine, one of Senator 
JosepS jlCfcCarthy^siormer investigators who is now stationed at'the Provost 
MarshaPs'School at Camp Gordon, ha^een responsible for the transfer on 
January 19, 1954, of Colonel- Francn^riedel fgho-allegedly came to Washington 
in January to protest against Schine^s assignin^Ljto the Provost Marshal’s 
School in view of the fact that Schine did not havs'^the necessary qualifications to 
enter the school’and, in addition, had been tabbed by the.Department of the . Army, 
when given a draft physical, as a "schizoid personality." Pearson further pointed .> ( 
out that Senator McCarthy and particularly Mr. Cohn have from time to time been jvj

Neither the Director's name nor anyone 
else's was mentioned-as listed or set out by Schine as one of his 
character references.

While in Key ^est on the above occasion, he 
observed a number of Orientals on the streets; .which 
seemed unusual t‘o him in that particular location.
